They huve a way of cooking ripe
okrn secds with boiled rico, which
looks very nice and tastes good, too
the contrast between the scarlet of
the okra and the anowy grains of rice,
as ouly people with black sking know
how to cook it, being quite wrtistic,
Bananas and plantaing, their cousing
Gormain, are i immenso varisty,
from the immense conrse horso-plan-
tain to the delicate litrle fig Lunans,
or atill tinier Franch planta. Uireen,
they are rossted in their own leuves
and come up for breakfast onwrapped
in dainty napkins like rolls, wiich
they not distantly resemble when se
treated, or they are boled, and are
by no weans bad when treated 11 that
way, forming an excellent ingredient
in soup, or they, when ripe, are sliced
lengthways and ‘visd by themsolves,
ur in combination with tish, or hoiled,
or sliced aoross and eaten with milk
condensed just as it came, or diluted
to tuste, which lmproves it or alters
it, just as strawberries are disguised
by the addition of cream. There ure
ornnges, sweet and sour, the sweet
ones when full but still greon, with a
faint streak or spot of yellow just
appeaning,  being  delicious,  The
wammos  apple,  pawpaw, which
makes a tough beefsteak tender if
hung under its shade, guavs, tama
rind, alligator penr, sourson, rose.
apple, star apple, oocoplum, seagrape
from big trees on the Cuy, fresh
tapico, sago, CaBsAVE, ArTOWrOOf,
yaus, both Buckrs yaws, which are
unlly good for baking, when they are
delicious, Howery and fragrant, the
more faniliar common Jao s yam,
the coco, 4 coarse varioty of Vam
The superh sapadilla tree  furuishos o
very tolerable fruit, and for the
mautter of that, though it lsn't geuerally
known, so  does tﬁu mahogany t-ee,
Allspice, limes and wsweet lomons

grow wild in the woods, Brewdfruit
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grows overy whore, but is a oconrse
affair, a0 1 was told. The eabbage
padm or pabmareal, as it in ealled in
Cuba, rears ita minjestie eolinm  in
the forest, towering over overy thing
elso and bearing on its stumnit a apike
of tender, green, compaet vegotable
miattor whioh fortns the choicost of
salndz or pickles,

There are some mangoes, but stringy,
tarpenting, and generally far inferior
to those found in Tnain,  Several of
the paluetoes furnish pleasant fruits,
some of the nut kind and others of
traushicent jolly of various hoes, all
chatneterized by a sort of eocoanut
flavor with a fant aqueozo of lime
Jmice,  Bugar-cane is everywlhiere,
and the childeen seem to me to live
chiofly on it, and coffee enough  for
home consumption grows  witl the
slightest care.  The Spanish palate is
temptod in the market with piles of
tavtitlae, or horrible souy pancikes,
made of egim and cormn-moal, frijoles,
or small russet boans, which will
make admirable soup; fasajo, or sun-
dried jorked-bect, in strips, which
dip into a sance of ;mum‘ml Chili
peppers and devour with delignt, and
harealao, similar prepatation of coarsoly
salted fish, 1t s wonderful how
fond the people down there are of salt
cod and mackerel and salt pork, n
tasto profitably catored to by resident
merchants, while, almost” wieging
their tails, imnloring to bo anught, the
surrounding waters, i lnke, viver and
Ao, ulmumrin beautiful fish, Layge
quantitios of fish are eaten, however;

more delicate  than the mountain
calipriver, whieh, indeed, tastes and
looks like a salmon, while the snap-
purs, rocktish, cruyfish, Jewish and
old wives (a pecular three-cornered
looking thing, with snch small seales
on its leathery hide that it is general-
Iy supposed (o lave none), Sl‘mninh
mavkerel, bonito (often ralied), the

BANANAS AND PLANTAINS,

Thelir V 'datlﬁ and How They are
Grown and Eaten in

Now Orleans Democrat,

A pound of bananas containg more
nutriment than three pounds of mest
or many pounds of potatovs, while as
a food it 18 in every sense of the word
far superior to the best wheaten bread,
Although 1t grows spontancously
throughout the tropics, when cultivat-
ed its yield is prodigious, for an acre
of ground planted with banunas  will
return, according to Humboldt, as
much food material s thirty-throe
acres of wheat or over a hundroed
neres of potatoes. The banana, then,
1 the bread of millions who could not
well subsist without it, In Brazil it
is the principal food of | the laboring
classos, while it is no loss prized in
the island of Cuba. Indoe , in the
Intter country the sugar anters grow
orchards of it oxpressly for the con-
sumption of their siaves, Every day
einch hand receives his ration of ~ salt
fish or dried beef, as the e may be
and four bunanes and two plantains,
The banana —it should be called plan-
tain, for until lately there was no such
word as bunana - is divided into
severel varietios, all of which are usod
for food,  The plantine manzanito is
u small, delicate fruit, neithey longoer
nor stouter than u lady's forotinger, It
18 the most delicious and prized of all
the varicties of the plantio gauned,
callod by us the bananaand is probubly
more in demand than any other kuuf.
It is 80 divided into different varitivs,
the principal of which are the yellow
and purple bananas we soe for salo in
our mirkets, but the latter is so littlo
esteemuod by the natives uf the tropics,
that it is seldom caten by them. EKl
plantio grande—known to us us sitmp-
ly the plantsin—is also sub-divided
Into varietios, which are known hy
their savor and their size.  The kind
that renches our market is almost ten
inches long, yot on the isthmuos of
Darien there are plantaing that Rrow
from eighteen to twenty-two inches,
They are never ecaton raw, but are
cither boiled or roasted or are pre-
pared ny presorves,  As our beloved
Southlan becomes more  densely
populated the problem of *how the oo~
ple are to be fed" will gradunlly as-
#uine more serious proportions. Meat
i8 becoming denrer and  doarer, nor is
it nt all inprobuble that the time is
not very fay distaut when it will not
b as often seen ou the tables of our
poor as it is to-day.
